Millage Request 


The Crawford AuSable 
School Board approved a 
request by the New Alliance 
for Education to hold a 
special election December 10 
to seek 3.75 mills to reopen 
the Frederic Elementary 
School, return 20 teachers to 
classrooms, and restore 
other cuts into education 
programs made this year. 

The New Alliance group 
presented the board with 
more than 800 signatures on 
petitions calling for another 
millage election to reassem- 
ble the school system for the 
remainder of this school 
year. Superintendent 
William Diedrich estimated 
programs that would be fun- 
ded by this millage vote 
could be restored after 
Christmas in the two 
elementary schools and by 
the January 15 semester 
break in the middle and high 
school. 

Among the services that 
would be restored by the ad- 
ditional millage is the 
reopening of the Frederic 
Elementary School, bringing 
back 20 teachers to reduce 
class sizes and reinstate 
curriculum offerings to pre- 
vious levels, reinstating full 
library services, restoring 
vocational education, bring- 
ing back high school coun- 
seling and elementary physi- 
cal and music education, and 
re-establishing textbook pur- 
chases, teaching supplies, 
audio-visual services, and 
health services.

Also lumped in the new 
3.75 request is .2 mills for 
sports the rest of the year, 
1,5 for extra-curricular pro- 
prams, and .27 to restore 
hours of secretaries, teacher 
aides, and maintenance per- 
sonnel to previous levels. If 
the Grayling Booster Club 
wishes to continue funding 
sports for the rest of the 
year, the school board will 
not levy the .2 mills for spor- 
ts. 
The board voted 5-1 to 
place the 3.75 millage 
request for one year on the 
ballot December 10.

Randy Thompson, a 
spokesman for the New

Board President Kathleen 
Burkley said although she 
was reluctant to begin over 
after the last millage elec- 
tion, she was in support of 
another millage election 
because it offered a chance 
for nearly 2000 children to 
have an education they need 
and deserve. 

“How can I sit here and 
vote No against something 
that is for the kids,” Freddie 
Allen said. 

Moshier also asked New 
Alliance members about 
persons who can’t afford ad- 
ditional taxes this year.

The third mandate of the 
U.S. Congreas in its charter of 
the American Red Cross 
states that every effort shall 
be undertaken to “mitigate” 
human suffering resulting 
from natural or man-made dis- 
asters.

How to stanch the flow of 
blood, how to bandage a 
wound, how to splint a broken 
limb, how to protect a victim 
in shock, ete. Red Cross had 
developed training manuals, 
charts, lecture texts, and had 
enlisted hundreds of Volun- 
teers to become unpaid In- 


atructors of such courses. 

A few years later Red Cross, 
recognizing the terrific loss of 
life in drowning accidents, ad- 
ded Waler Safety Training to 
its activities; Teaching young 
people, particularly, how to 
swim and more advanced 
swimmers how to rescue 
drowning victims and resusci- 
tnte them. Again Red Cross 
enlisted thousands of Volun- 
teers to become unpaid In- 
structors in Swimming and 
Water Life Saving.

County Tries Preventive Medicine 
To Help Children, Save Money 


By Jon Thompson 


The Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners in- 
vested $4,500 in preventive 
medicine last Thursday 
through the diversionary 
program of the Crawford 
County Youth Services 
Bureau. 

The diversionary program 
- an alternative to the court 
system for local youths in 
trouble - was in danger of 
being cut without county 
support. With the county 
pledging $4,500 toward the 
program in 1982, the 
program is able to collect 
$4,500 in a state grant for this 
year’s operating expenses. 

Doug Wilson, director of 
Youth Services, said the 
diversion program handled 
88 youths from ages 6 to 18 
last year. The boys and girls 
had problems ranging from 
truancy to petty larceny, yet 
only four out of the 88 ended 
up in the courts after coun- 
seling by Youth Services. 
Wilson said many of the 
youths had improved grades 
in school and better attitudes 
at home after becoming in- 
volved with Youth Services. 

Sheriff Joe White spoke 
out in favor of the program 
at the commissioners 
meeting Thursday, and 
Wilson also presented letters 
from the Crawford AuSable 
School District and the Pro- 


bate Court indicating their . 


support for the program. 
With the $4,500 from the 
county and the $4,500 from 
the state grant, the program 
is funded to September, 1982. 
The diversionary program 
was set up for four years.

program for the first two and 
half years, the county has 
pledged support for half a 
year in 1982 ($4,500), but 
funding for the last year is 
uncertain. 

The commissioners voted 
in favor of giving $4,500 to 
the program and called it 
preventive medicine. They 
said not only would it help 
area youth but it would save 
the county money by keeping 
the youths out of the county 
courts. 

In other county action at 
the regular county board of 
commissioners meeting last 
Thursday, the county’s elec- 
ted and appointed officials 
each received a $500 pay 
hike - about a three percent 
raise - for 1982. The eight of- 
ficials receiving the raise 
were the county prosecuting 
attorney, the county clerk,

Beginning April 1, 1982, a 
new Michigan law requires 
you to place children under 
four years of age in restraint 
devices when transporting 
them in a motor vehicle. As 
an alternative, a child over 
one year of age may he 
secured in the back seat with 
a seat belt. 

A restraint device is a 
padded seat or infant carrier 
specially designed to previde 
a child under four years of 
age maximum protection in 
an accident. 

Restraint devices can be 
purchased at most major 
department stores for $35 to 
$50 or can be rented for as 
little as pennies a day from 
hospitals and private 
organizations with rental 
programs. In some instan- 
ces, insurance companies 
furnish restraint devices at 
Hitle or no cost as part of 
their coverage plans. 


Restraint devices also can § 


be purchased second hand 
from private owners.

For many years a require- 
ment to become a Life Guard 
at a swimming pool or beach ts 
possession of an American 
Red Cross Certificate in Life 
Saving & Water Safety. 

For over 50 years American 
Red Cross First Aid Training 
materials: Charts, Text Books, 
Film Strips, Movies, etc., have 
been the tools for every First 
Aid training in industry, pub- 
lic schools, universities and 
hospitals. The extent of such 
First Aid training at the 
national level is startling. 

in the 1980 fiscal year 
400,169 Volunteer Instructors 
conducted 579,259 First Aid, 
CPR and Water Safety cour- 
ses from which 5,417,255 
Americans - young and adult - 
graduated successfully and 
were awarded Certificates in 
proof thereof. 

In that same year 479 in- 
dividuals were awarded Certi- 
ficates of Merit after intensive 
and through examination and 
certification of each case 
established that the receiver 
had saved the life of a fellow 
human through application of 
the Life Saving Training he 
had received from American 
Red Cross.

With less than a month gone in 
the state’s new fiscal year, the 
Legislature will be asked to ax the 


. @ budget by $270 million reflecting 


the continual downturn of the 
economy and loss of revenues to the 
state's general fund. 

The new cut also comes only 
weeks after the past fiscal year’s 
budget was balanced with an $80 
million cut which hit education and 
local revenues hard. 

The latest cut was increased by 
about $80 million with a late deci- 
sion to change Medicaid accounting 
to maintain a respectable financial 
reputation of the state in the bond- 
ing markets. 

Meanwhile, budget officials say 
they hope the cuts will not have to 
be increased further but they admit 
that recent dismal automobile sales 
figures provide little problems that 
the current revenue projections will 
hold true. 

On another front, Governor 
William G. Milliken will take to the 
statewide television airways with a 
rare appearance to make the state's 
financial woes known to the public. 

Upon cutting the current year 
budget by the proposed $270 
million, the state’s general fund 
spending will be only 5.3 percent 
over the 1980-81 spending level 
which, in turn, was 5 percent lower 
than 1979-80 spending. 

Management and Budget Director 
Gerald Miller noted the cut will be 
the largest single such order in the 
state’s history. The prior record was 
$124 million in 1974-75.

The largest cut in the preliminary 
order presented to legislators is 
$152 million from the Department of 
Social Services. This would be 
achieved largely through cutting 
monthly grant levels by at least 5 
percent, 

Other state departments would be 
cut an average of 8 percent for a $67 
million savings: four-year colleges 
and universities would be cut 3 per- 
cent for a $20 million savings. 

Grants to students in private 
colleges would be cut 6 percent for a 
including $4.1 million (3 percent) 
from community colleges, $13.2 
million (2 percent) in revenue 
sharing funds to counties, cities, 
villages and townships and $15.1 
million (4/10 of 1 percent) in K-12 
schools. 

Miller said the department cuts 
will mean ‘‘considerable’’ additional 
employee layoffs system-wide.

Robert Kleine, director of the Of- 
fice of Revenue and Tax Analysis, 
said continued high interest rates 
are continuing to depress the auto- 
mobile industry.

Economical 
Ideas For 
Halloween Treats 


By Gail Edwards, 
Extension Home Economist 

Halloween treats can be 
good for children, fun and 
economical, too. Decide how 
much money you have to 
spend on treats and how 
many youngsters you expect 
to come to your door, and 
then consider your options. 

Small packages of nuts or 
raisins and candies that con- 
tain nuts or raisins, are both 
tasty and nutritious. So are 
single-serving packets of hot 
cocoa mix, dry cereals, dry 
soups, food bars and packets 
of vitarnin C enriched fruit 
drink mixes. To determine 
how much it will cost to give 
these foods as treats, divide 
the cost of the box by the 
number of packets in the 
box. That way you can 
determine which treat fits 
your budget the best. 

Apples that have been 
washed and rubbed until 
they shine and oranges are 
also attractive and 
nutritious treats. 

If you live in an area 
where few trick-or-treaters 
come to your door and where 
you know the children, you 
might give out ‘‘Treat Cou- 
pons”’ for homemade 
goodies. Type or write out 
slips of paper saying: This 
coupon may be redeemed for 
(state treat) on (day and 
time) from (your name and 
address so the parents of 
trick-or-treaters will know it 
is a legitimate coupon and 
will allow their children to 
redeem it). 

Coupon treats can be fun 
for you and for the children 
who redeem them. Most 
children delight in the oppor- 
tunity to talk with adults and 
can learn a little about what 
coupons are and how they 
work when they come for 
their treat. If you enjoy 
children, giving coupon 
treats will provide an oppor- 
tunity for you to visit with 
them at your convenience, 
because you say when the 
coupon can be traded in for a 
treat. 

You can also give out 
packages of shiny pennies. 
Decide how many cents you 
want to spend on each treat, 
wrap that many pennies in 
bits of plastic wrap. Small 
children will especially en- 
joy opening the plastic wrap 
and “counting” their treat. 

If you give homemade 
treats, label each treat with 
a stick-on return address 
label. Most parents do not 
allow their children to eat 
homemade treats unless 
they know the person giving 
them out. Smart parents will 
also. check commercially 
wrapped treats and fresh 
fruit treats to be sure they 
have not been tampered 
with. Only after careful in- 
spection should children be 
allowed to eat any Hallo 
ween treat.

Dear Whitey, 

I had an incident with the 
D.N.R. Subject: Control 
Burn. 

1 would like to tell you 
about it. 

Tuesday afternoon I was 
coming home to get some 
material for a job I was 
working on. I reached the top 
of the hill on Four Mile Rd., 
saw smoke, I thought Oh! 
No! Not again. The closer I 
got to my house the more 
smoke. 

I reached 4 Mile & Staley 


Lake Road. There was the 
Dd. N. R, with & Car across tha 


road. The officer came to my 
truck. He asked where I was 
going, I said down the street 
I live there. He said I 
couldn’t go down there. I 
asked if he or somebody 
warned my wife about the 
fire. No was his answer. J 
said I’m going down, he said 
I couldn’t. I said you just 
watch me. I left for home 
with him in hot pursuit. I got 
home and told the wife about 
the fire. She was surprised. 

The officer was yelling at 
me for breaking the law and 
was going to have me 
arrested. He did. 

About 5 minutes later he 
returned with the deputy. 
The deputy said I was under 
arrest. I said I had to tell my 
wife what was happening, I 
went into my house. IJ told 
him to stay out. He said he 
had a warrant for my arrest 
and followed me in my 
house. 

I told my wife what to do in 
case the fire got out of hand 
(which they have been 


known to do). As of this time 


I was a big time criminal. 
The deputy leans me up 
against the B&W, frisks me, 
and puts the cuffs on. 

I get a fast trip downtown 
and put in the anti room and 
started to be booked. 

Still at this time I really 
didn’t know why all the frisk- 
ing and cuffing - I was never 
told by the deputy for what 
reason I was under arrest. 

I was not read any rights. 
While in the jail the charges 
were dropped. I was issued a 
citation for not stopping for a 
police officer. 

So much for that. Now the 
reason for my concern: 

In 1975 we lost our house in 
a fire. I came home from 
working and the wife was 
outside crying and didn’t 
know what to do. In the 
summer of 1976 the woods 
across the road were on fire. 
The fire shifted and our 
house was saved. After the 
fire an officer said to me he 
thought my house was a 


goner. 


Now when I see smoke 
near or around my house I

get worried. All this could 
have been avoided very sim- 
ply by one of two ways. 

No. 1 - Leave the woods 
alone. 

No. 2 - Let the people in the 
immediate area know what’s 
going on. 

Maybe next time they 
have a controlled burn they 
will let somebody know.

Closing Up The 


Summer Cottage 


By Gail Edwards, 
Ext. Home Economist 

Closing up your summer 
cottage for the winter? Here 
are some tips from Michigan 
State University Coopera- 
tive Extension Service 
housing specialists: 

Shut off the water systems 
by turning off the pump or 
shutting off the valve (if on 


city water). Drain the 
pressure tank. 
Open all faucets. 


Break a union close to the 
valve so water will drain out 
clear to the shut-off valve. 

Drain pump and let run a 
couple of seconds to be sure 
all water is out of the lines 
from the pump. 

Flush toilets and dip all 
water out of flush tank. 

Be sure to drain flexible 
Spray hoses in showers and 
sinks. 

Drain water softeners so 
water will drain back from 
soft water pipes and con- 
trols. A brine tank will 
probably not freeze. 

Drain water heaters. 

For sewerage systems: 

Force as much water as 
possible out of traps. (Use a 
plunger.) 

Add antifreeze to each 
trap so you have at least a 50 
percent solution of ethylene- 
glycol and water. Sometimes 
fuel oi] can be substituted for 
antifreeze, 

Check for traps in these 
locations: kitchen — sinks, 
bathroom sinks, tub and/or 

shower drains, toilets, wash- 
tubs, floor drains and sump 
pump. 

General tips: 

Remove food or medicine 
containers that contain 
liquid (and might freeze) 
from shelves. 

Put other food in large 
metal container to protect it 
from ice or other rodents. 

Remove or hide articles 
than can be sold and con- 
verted to cash such as guns, 
radios, TV sets, tools, etc.

Diabetic Clinic 
at Mercy 
Hospital Nov. 4-5 


Free testing to help detect 
diabetes will be offered at 
Mercy Hospital, Grayling 
November 4 and 5 in the Ex- 
tended Care Facility Dining 
Room from 1 to 3 p.m. Dia- 
betes is a major cause of 
heart attack, kidney failure, 
blindness and death. 

The tests are being con- 
ducted in conjunction with 
the Michigan Affiliate of the 
American Diabetes Asso- 
ciation. The association 
estimates that there are over 
200,000 people in Michigan 
who have diabetes and don’t 
know it. The test is not 


designed for known 
diabetics. 
People who run a high risk 


of developing diabetes in- 
clude those who are over for- 
ty, overweight and related to 
diabetics. When symptoms 
of diabetes occur, they often 
include frequent urination, 
abnormal thirst, unusual 
hunger, rapid weight loss, it- 
ching, fatigue, blurred vision 
and slow healing of cuts and 
scratches. 

The test involves a blood 
sample drawn by a techni- 
cian from the hospital. The 
blood will be tested for its 
sugar content and the results 
sent to the American 
Diabetes Association in 
Detroit. Persons whose test 
results show the possibility 
of diabetes will be notified by 
the association and urged to 
see their physician as soon 
as possible. 

Last year, when diabetes 
testing was conducted at the 
hospital, 11 positive screen- 
ings were obtained from 142 
tested. Four of the 11 were 
later diagnosed as diabetic. 

For best results, a meal 
high in carbohydrates with 
large amounts of starches 
and sugars should be eaten 
two hours before the test. A 
person planning to take the 
test after lunch could have 
soup, a sandwich, cake or 
pie, and a glass of milk. 


The meal should be eaten 


within a i6&minute time 
period and nothing else ex- 
cept water should be taken 
before the test.

For Safety, 
Install Wood 
Stoves Properly 


By Gail Edwards 
Extension Home Economist 


If you want to heat your 
home with wood, make your 
life easier and safer by 
following recommended pro- 
cedures for installing a wood 
stove. 

Proper installation of 
wood-burning stoves is an 
absolute safety ‘‘must’’. 
Henry A. Huber, professor 
and Extension specialist in 
the Michigan State Depart- 
ment of Forestry, recom- 
mends before installing any 
wood _heating system 
checking with a building in- 
spector and/or your local 
fire departmemt to get the 
latest information on what 
you must do to meet the 
building code requirements 
in your area. Following the 
manufacturer’s instructions 
for installation will also help 
insure that your fueled wood 
heating system is as safe as 
possible. 

Protecting all combustible 
surfaces against fire is the 
major aim of proper stove 
installation procedures, 
Follow these suggestions: 

To protect floors, mount 
the wood-burning stove on 
metal/asbestos combination 
board, slate, brick or marble 
cut to extend 12 inches 
beyond the stove on three 
sides and 18 inches beyond 
the loading side. The stove 
legs should be at least four 
inches long for adequate air 
space between the protected 
floor and the stove. 

To protect walls, use 
metal/asbestos combination 
board, brick, stone or other 
masonry material. One-inch 
fireproof spacers should be 
installed between the wall 
and the protective surface so 
that air can circulate freely 
between them. 

When installing a 
radiating stove, make sure 
there is at least 36 inches’ 
clearance between the stove 
and any unprotected sur- 
faces, including walls, floors 
and furnitue. When _in- 
stalling a circulating model, 
allow 12 inches’ clearance 
between the stove and com- 
bustible materials, There 
should be 18 inches between 
combustible surfaces and 
stovepipe connectors. 

The chimney should ex- 
tend three feet ahove the 
highest point where it passes 
through the roof or at least 
two feet above any part of 
the building within 10 feet of 
the chimney top. 

After installing your wood- 
burning stove, it is a good 
idea to have your local build- 
ing inspector inspect and 
approve in writing the in- 
stallation job before you 
light the first fire. You might 
also ask your insurance com- 
pany fepresentative for 
written approval. Failure to 
obtain a permit could bring a 
fine or insurance cancella- 
tion.
